The Elba City Council 
held a public hearing 
Monday evening, Feb. 11, 
to allow community input 
regarding its intentions to 
file a lien on two properties 
in which the city had 
incurred expenses for the 
demolition of a structure on 
that property. 

The city published legal 
notices in The Elba Clipper 
for two consecutive weeks 
prior to Monday night’s 
public hearing. It also pub- 
licly displayed the notices 
in several other places to 
meet requirements for the 
legal action. 

The first property dis- 
cussed in the public hearing 
was 0 Payne Street, Elba. 

Building and Code 
enforcement official for the 
city, William Worthington, 
said all requirements had 
been satisfied to move for- 
ward with assessing a lien 
on this property to allow 
the city to recoup its 
expenses for the demolition 
of the structure on that 
property. The structure had 
been deemed a public nui- 
sance and demolition was 
ordered. 

The report of costs, pre- 
sented by Worthington, on 
this property.came to a total 
of $6,376.85, and he rec- 
ommended placing a lien 
on the property with the 
county revenue commis- 
sioner’s office to allow the 
city to try and recover those 
expenses.

The Coffee County 
Board of Education held a 
work session and its regular 
monthly meeting Thursday 
evening, Feb. 7, on the 
campus of Enterprise State 
Community College in 
Enterprise, Ala. 

The purpose of the venue 
change to ESCC was to 
allow for the college to 
make a presentation during 
the work session time to the 
board regarding a partner- 
ship between the two enti- 
ties for the Dual Enrollment 
and the MSSC CPT 
(Manufacturing Skill 
Standards Council Certified 
Production Technician) 
programs offered by the 
community college. 

ESCC president Matt 
Rodgers opened the presen- 
tation and said he is excited 
about the possibilities of 
growing the partnership 
between ESCC and the 
Coffee County School 
System. 

“We want to be a part of 
everything you do,” he said 
to the board. 

Rodgers noted that sever- 
al nearby school systems 


and the college already had 
very successful partner- 
ships for these programs, 
and it is the college’s goal 
to continue to grow such 
partnerships with more 
school systems. 

According to the presen- 
tation, the Coffee County 
School System this year has 
44 dual enrollment students 
involved via career tech 
and on the academic track 
with the program. ESCC 
leaders said they only want 
to see those numbers go up 
with a bigger partnership 
between the two entities. 

Coffee County Schools 
superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth said he was 
very excited about the pos- 
sibility of growing this 
partnership. 

“T think it is a great thing 
to expand opportunities for 
our students,” he said. 

Following the presenta- 
tion, the board took a quick 
break before entering the 
regular meeting for the 
month.

We will be watching with interest the progression of a 
lawsuit filed recently in Huntsville, AL. A man — a father 
~—is suing over an abortion. His position is that an abortion 
was performed in spite of his opposition.

~ Reflecting on the President’s State of the Union 


Every year, the State of 
the Union address provides 
an important opportunity 
for the sitting President to 
speak directly to Congress 
and the American people 
and offer an update on his 
priorities and plans to 
accomplish them. I recently 
attended President Trump’s 
second State of the Union 
address, and I was glad to 
hear what he had to say. 

In this year’s State of the 
Union address, President 
Trump highlighted the eco- 
nomic success hardwork- 
ing Americans are experi- 
encing thanks to the imple- 
mentation of pro-growth 
policies, including the his- 
toric tax reform overhaul.

These comments are a 
horrific defense of born- 
alive abortions — infanti- 
cide. No matter your posi- 
tion on abortion generally, I 
hope we can all agree that 
if an abortion fails and a 
child is born alive, the child 
must be given the same 
care that any other living, 
breathing infant would oth- 
erwise be given. 

I truly never dreamt I 
would see the day America 
would have government 
officials who openly sup- 
port legal infanticide.

relying solely on their cel- 
lular phones or going to a 
VoIP (Voice Over Internet 
Protocol) phone system. 

“All cell phones are not 
alike, ahd they do not’ con- 
tact 911 the same way,” 
MclILwain said. “Be careful 
of how well your phone 
gives your location (in case 
of an emergency).” 

He said there are times 
during an emergency where 
first responders might only 
have a location to go by to 
get to a person in need. He 
said this is why it is imper- 
ative that citizens know 
how well their phone pro- 
vides its location, if this 
were ever to be needed. 


Also, with VoIP services, , 


he said his office had come 
across a couple of issues 
with these just in the past 
couple of weeks. He said 
those who go with a VoIP 
need to not only ask their 
provider if the phone will 
dial 911 with this service, 
but they also need to test it 
and be sure. 

MclILwain said there had 
been some checked recent- 
ly, and when 911 was dialed 
on the phone all the gave 
was a busy signal. 

“You never get a busy 
signal with 911,” he said. 

The problem was that 
particular VoIP system had 
an issue which was pre- 
venting it from calling 911. 
Therefore, McILwain said 
it is imperative that citizens 
check and be sure their 
phones will work properly. 

He further said citizens 
could call the dispatch cen- 
ters in Elba and Enterprise 
on their operations phone 
line and ask if they could do 
a ‘test’ 911 call. He said the 
dispatchers would be 
accommodating unless they 
were at that time tied up 
with an actual emergency in 
which case they would ask 
that it be done at a later 
time. The Elba number to 
Call to request a test is 334- 
897-2555. 

Also during Monday’s 
meeting, commissioners

The New World Encyclopedia sug- 
gests it was the largest city in the world at that time, but it’s so 
evil that God decides to destroy it. Jonah is chosen to give them 
the news. 

The prophet immediately boards a ship going in the opposite 
direction. He’s not doing it. 

But God thinks otherwise. 

The Lord sends a great storm, battering the ship so badly that 
the sailors fear for their lives. After learning Jonah is the reason 
for the tempest, they reluctantly throw him overboard to keep 
from drowning. 

That’s when Jonah is swallowed by the whale. After three days 
in its belly, the prophet has a change of heart. A repentant Jonah 
ptays to God and the Lord causes the whale to spit the prophet 
onto dry land. Jonah then goes to Nineveh and preaches that God 
will destroy the city in 40 days. 

Surprisingly, the Assyrians take the matter to heart, fasting and 
putting sack cloth on themselves and even their animals. The 
king issues a decree for his people to turn from evil and violence. 

“Who knows?” the king says. “God may...relent from his 
fierce anger.” Jonah 3:9 

God does just that. 

But get this, Jonah is furious. The prophet says to our Lord, 
“You are a gracious God and merciful, slow to anger and abound- 
ing in steadfast love.” Psalm 103:8 

So what’s wrong with that? 

“This is why I fled...” Jonah says to God. The prophet didn’t 
want the city to have mercy. Perhaps because fairness dictated 
that the evil Assyrians be punished. 

Jonah is a small Old Testament book, only four chapters long. 
It’s all about God granting second chances—to Nineveh when they 
repent but also to Jonah in the belly of the whale, Where there’s 
repentance, there’s forgiveness. God’s man would know this. 

What the book doesn’t disclose, and the Jews would have 
readily known, is that Assyrian King Tiglath-Pileser II, 745-727 
B.C., has either just taken the throne or soon will. Also known as 
Pul (if Kings 15:10), Tiglath-Pileser III conquers most of the 
world. With God’s blessing, the king targets Jonah’s homeland, 
punishing the Hebrews for their great evil. Hosea 11:5, II Kings 
15:29 

God doesn’t enable bad behavior—He confronts us, expecting 
change. In the belly of the whale Jonah changes. The Assyrians 
hear God’s message and they change. Julian Edelman accepted 
responsibility for the PED violation and he changed. 

I’ve asked many people if they’ ve done something for which 
they’re deeply ashamed, An act they hope never comes to light. 

Yes. The answer comes immediately. Yes. 

But no matter what you've done, God will take you back. 
Repent and let the cross of Christ bear your sins. Forgiveness is 
the promise of the Christian faith. I John 1:9, 7b 

To those who still feel fairness dictates that Edelman be brand- 
ed, Jesus offers a great warning. Loosely translated, it says: 

“Tn the oil you boil, you will be boiled.” Matthew 7:2 

God forgives. He asks the same.

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Alabama announces 2019 private . 
angler red snapper fishing season | — 


For the second year, 
Alabama is operating under 
an Exempted Fishing 
Permit (EFP) from NOAA 
Fisheries to allow state 
fisheries management 
agencies more flexibility to 
set private angler red snap- 
per fishing seasons. In 
accordance with the EFP 
requirements, the Marine 
Resources Division of the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources announces the 
following red snapper sea- 
son information: 

* The 2019 red snapper 
fishing season for anglers 
fishing from a private ves- 
sel or state-licensed guide 
boat will be three-day 
weekends (Friday-Sunday) 
from June 1 through July 
28, 2019, including 
Thursday, July 4. Except 
for the opening weekend, 
which begins on a 
Saturday, weekends are 
defined as 12:01 a.m. 
Friday through 11:59 p.m. 
Sunday. 

¢ The 2019 red snapper 
fishing season for anglers 
fishing from a federally 
permitted charter boat or 
headboat will be 
announced by NOAA 
Fisheries in the coming 
weeks. 


* One representative 


from any recreational ves- 


sel landing red snapper in 
Alabama, including private 
vessels, state-licensed 
guide boats and federally 
permitted charter vessels, is 
required to report red snap- 
per landings before fish are 
landed in Alabama, 

The 2019 private angling 
season is based on the fish- 
ing effort and average size 
of fish collected during 
2018. Under the EFP, 
Alabama is provided a per- 
centage of the Gulf-wide 
recreational quota for red 
snapper. Alabama’s 2019 
private vessel quota is 
1,079,573 pounds. Under 
the terms of the EFP, 
Alabama may adjust the 
season length to provide 
maximum access for fisher- 
men while adhering to the 
quota. 

“In 2018, the first year of 
the EFP, Alabama’s quota 
was 984,291 pounds and 
we estimated a 47-day sea- 


son,” said Marine 
Resources Division 
Director Scott Bannon. 


“What we did not antici- 
pate were the ideal weather 
conditions and the tremen- 
dous effort by Alabama 
anglers, which caused us to 
close the season after 28 
days. We were required to 
adhere to the quota and, for 
the most part, we did, as we 
exceeded the quota by only

0.2 percent. 

Anglers are reminded to 
report their red snapper 
through the mandatory 
Snapper Check reporting 
program. Reports can be 
submitted via the Alabama 
Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources’ Outdoor 
Alabama app, available for 
both iOS and Android 
users, or paper. reports 
available at select public 
boat ramps. Only one 
report is required for each 
vessel landing red snapper 
in Alabama, The fish must 
be reported prior to the fish 
being landed, which is 
defined as when fish are 
removed from the boat or 
the boat containing the fish 
is removed from the water. 

Other Gulf states will be 
announcing their 2019 sea- 
sons in the coming weeks, 
and Alabama anglers may 
fish in those waters as long 
as they meet the require- 
ments of that state and land 
red snapper in a state that is 
open to landing of red 
snapper. When Alabama’s 
recreational season _ is 
closed, anglers are not per- 
mitted to be in possession 
of red snapper on 
Alabama’s waters or land 
red snapper in Alabama, no 
matter where they were 
caught.
